Amone innumerable Inftances of this Kind that 
might be produced, I fhall mention only two, both 
of which I have taken from the Hiftery of our own 
—, In ee ae ie Becaufe I know of no 

rinces in the Hiftory of an mg , of greater Qua- 
lities, and more ooh g’d Merit, than Chote 
whoje Conduét I fhall lay before the Reader upon this 
Occafion with re{peét to thofeParafites and Flatterers, 
who had fo grofsly abus’d and impos’d upon their 
Goodnefs, before their Advancement to the Fprene : 
And, in the next Place, Becaufe Examples drawn 
from our own Hiftories, make ftronger and more live- 
ly Impreffions upon the Mind, than any others of Fo- 
reign Extraction can’ be prelirmed to do ; as we feem 
to be more nearly interefted and concerned therein. 
The Princes I mean, are Richard I. and Henry V. 
two very great and illuftrious Charaéters, and which 
make a very fhining and diftinguith’d Figure in the 
Englifb Story. 

Ricuarp was Son to Henry IL, one of the 
greateft, wifeft, and braveft Princes, that ever 
adorn’d the Engl/s Throne. » Befides his other emi- 
hent Qualities and Virtues, which are univerfally 
known and admired, he was the moft affeCtionate 
and indulgent of Fathers ; bur Richard, being abu- 
fed and mifled by the Artifices and Decetts of Whif- 
perers and Tale-bearers, and the little, fluttering, 
gawdy Infects that are always buzzing about the Ears 
of Princes, did nor make thofe Returns of Affection, 
and Gratitude, which the Paternal Love and Ten- 
detnefs of Henry requir’d from Him. But tho’ this 
Failure in Filizl Duty and Reverence to fo good and 
kind a Father, may féem, at firft View, highly 
blameable, and unbecoming a Prince of Richard's 
amiable Difpofition and excellent Endowments ; yet, 
certainly, the Prince him{elf had no ill Intentions in 


“what He did. He. had no ambitious Views, no un- 


jutifiable Defires to gratify. His Heart was entirely 
tree from avy finifter Defigns or Purpofes, in the 
Uneafinefs or Oppofition He gave His Royal Father. 
It was His Misfortune to be deceived and betrayed 
by thofe in whom He had repofed the higheft Confi- 
dence ; and from whom He had all the Reafon in the 
World to expeét the warmeft and fincereit Returns 
of Love and Gratitude : But He judged of others by 
himfelf, and thought every Man was what he appear- 
ed to be. In porary lay his Error ; an Error 
which the nobicft Natures are the apreft to fall into. 
THESE dious Mifcreants, whe by all the 
Arts of Falfhood and Flattery had infinuated them- 


{elves into the Affections of Prince Richard, had pre- 


vailed with him to enrer into the Meafures of his 
Brother Henry, who, by the Inftigation of the K 

of France, and fome factious, turbulent Spirits at rage bs 
his Sons, and were Politicians enough to know, That 
the moft effcétual V¥ay of ruining beth, was to fow 
Diffentions between them. Prince Henry, 1 fay, 
happening Hilartunasely n-fall.andes the malevolent 
InHuence of fuch pernicious Councils, was prevail’d 
upon to demand of the King, with an Importunity 
that would brook no Denial, cither the Dutchy of 
Normandy, ‘Earldom of Anjou, or even the K 

of England, for his Appennage and Maintenance : 
And becaufe the King did not immediately comply 
with this Demand, He ed in fome unjuftifiable 
“‘Meafures with the King of France; who, pleas’d with 
fuch an Opportunity to diftrefs his old nay the 
Englifb, ftudy’d only, to foment thefé unnatural Di- 
vifions, in hopes to find his own Account im them. 
Many difcontented Perfons, and young Fellows of

For he was not a Principal, but onl? drawn in unwa- 
rily, by a thoufand Wiles and Artifices of different 
Kinds, to be a Party in tne Difaitettion. 

AvteR the Death of the King, Richard fuc. 
ceeded to the Crown ; and he no /ooner alcended 
the Throne, than he convinced the World how 
much he abhorred his former Conduét, by punifhing 
thote who gave him fiuch ill Advice, and pufh’d him 
upon fuch ill Meafures towards the beit of Fathers ; 
and by rewarding thofe who had oppofed him ia the 
Execution of thof , and had flood firm, and 
preferved inviolably their Duty and Allegiance to the 
King. An eminent Aiforign {peaks of his Conduct 
upon this Occafion to this Purpofé : His Treatment 
of thofe that had joined with lim againft bis Father, 
evas fomething furprizing ; inflead of recvarding them 
as they expetted, Fle forbid them cver to appear im bis 
Prefence ; at the fame Time be loaded qwith Prefents all 
th.t bad refifted bis Soll citations. Hence was feen ap 
Inftance of «what bas been often remarked, That fuch.as 
make Uje of indire Means to compa/s their Ends, detest 
in their Hearts the Inftruments they employ, and apprive 
of the Conduit of thefe that are not to be diverte from 
their Duty. 

Tue next Inftance, is that of Harry of Mon- 
moutTH, afterwards King Henry the Fifth ; nobody 
is a Stranger to his Hiftory : He was feduced by 2 
Set of Minions, who thro’ the Eafinc!s and Goodnets 
of his Nature, got accefs to him, and having no 
other Merit, endeavoured to endear themfcives to 
him, by adminiltring to his Pleafures: They prevailed 
fo far uyon him, as to carry him into fome Rxcelfes, 
and to be the Occafion ot his failing in fome Inftances, 
in the Daty amd Reverence which he owed his 
Father. But his good Senfe and natural Sweetneis 
of Difpofition, foon brought him back into the 
Paths of Virtue amd Honour; he was heacrily 
afhamed and concerned that hé had ever given che 
leait Cau‘e of Uneafinefs to a Father; whe had fo 
true and fo tender an Affection for him: He newer 
refted, tilkhe had proftrated himéclt before him, and 
obtained Patdon and Forgivenefs of him: And the 
King was as eafily reconciled to him, and imme- 
diately reftored:-tirh to his Favour. ‘For heing 
wenn with the amiable Qualities and 
excellent Temper of the Prince, He very juitly 
imputed his Condué to the il] Advice ‘and infamous 
‘Defigns of thofe abandon’d Mifgreants, who by all 
manner of vile Arts and wickéd Stratagems, led hig 
into thofe Errors, which upon the leatf Recolieftion, 
he was the firft to condemn in himélf.. This Prince 
afterwards became, as he juitly deferved to be, the 
Darling of the People ; and one of the firft Things 
thar he did after he came to the Crown, Was .t0 
banifh the Authors and Promoters of thofe Meafures, 
which were tow become fo odious tn his Sight, from 
dds Prefenee. “His frft Preccedings, {ays the aterg- 
mentioned Hiftorian, plainly flew'd the Uprighturss of 
bis Intentions, and Dis Refolution werthily to fill the 


Throne to which he was vaifed, Before he applied himfelf
